Cardinal laments lost sense of vocation 


Legal bingo for parishes 
brings mixed reactions

Legalized bingo, is it a_gift from 
heaven of a tool of the devil? 

Though perhaps not so dramati- 
cally phrased, that is the question 
facing many parishes in the diocese 
under the new state law allowing 
‘‘nonprofit, charitable organiza- 
tions’’ to run bingo games. 


Passage of the state law has 
drawn mixed reactions from priests. 


“TI HAVE 
parish-run bingo games,’’ says. 
Father Peter Covas, CSSp, pastor of 
St. Catherine of Alexandria, River- 
side, ‘“‘They can be an excellent 
source of revenue for schools, CCD 
and other parish projects.’’ 


At Our Lady of Solitude, Palm 
Springs, Msgr. George Rice dis- 
agrees. ‘‘Bingo should not be used 
to support the Church. It is a cheap, 
unworthy method of raising money 
that should be coming from volun- 
tary donations by parishioners.’’ 


Under the new state law, which 
sets up strict regulations for bingo, 
city councils may now pass ordin- 
ances allowing the game. That power 
falls to the counties in the case of 
unincorporated areas. 


San Diego County was the first in 
the diocese to authorize bingo. San 
Bernardino, Riverside and Imperial 
counties have not yet approved the 
game, though many priests expect 
that they soon will. 


SOME CITIES, like El Cajon, 
have already passed ordinances 
allowing bingo. The San Diego City 
Council tentatively approved an 
ordinance this week with final 
approval expected by the middle of 
September. 


NO .objection to 


Another priest in the Palm 
Springs area, who asked not to have 
his name used, said many of the 
people of the area and the local 


- government oppose legalized bingo. 


‘They fear that organized crime or 
Las Vegas gamblers will somehow 
take over the games,’’ he said. 


OTHER PRIESTS have a ‘‘middle- 
of-the-road’’ philosophy about bingo — 
in their parishes. 

Father Gerald Butler, pastor at 
Christ the King, San Bernardino, 
admits to having some problems 
with using bingo as a fund-raising 
tool. See 

On the other hand he sees the 
game as an excellent way of helping 
to build. the parish community, 
especially in parishes such as _ his 
with a high percentage of. senior 
citizens. 


ALSO WITH mixed feelings about 
bingo is Father Patrick Kearney, 
pastor of St. John of the Cross, 
Lemon Grove. But, he says ‘‘it is a 
good form of recreation and the 
money earned can be put to good 
use in helping support the parish 
school.”’ : 

In Calexico, Msgr. Luis Balderas 
“can see nothing wrong’’. with a 
parish bingo operation and plans to 
start one at Our Lady of Guadalupe 
as soon as the city council approves 
an ordinance. 


“It is the only way of raising the 
money necessary to support our 
extensive CCD program,’’ Msgr. 
Balderas observed. 


Boon or boondoggle? Whichever 
it is, the fact remains that bingo is 
now legal in California, and many 
parishes will turn to the game as a 
way of realizing sorely needed 
revenue. (Related story, page 10.) 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (NC)—Cardinal John Wright 
said the concept of full commitment to a vow or 
promise is not a very popular one today among 
many people in all walks of religious and lay life. 


Years ago, he said, ‘‘vocations to the priesthood 
and religious life were taken for granted as 
permanent. 


*“‘DEFECTIONS WERE unheard of, or rarely 
heard of, and then for clear reasons, because the 
vocations had involved honest-to-God ‘funda- 
mental options’ and partook of the stability of Him 
to whom they were responses,”’ he explained. 


‘It is no accident that an age of defections from 
religious vocations is also an age of quickie 
divorces,’ he pointed out. ‘‘The key word is 
commitment to a call from God.’’

Congregation for the Clergy, made the comments 
in an article written especially for Common Sense, 
Memphis diocesan newspaper, and published in a

religious vocations. 


THE CARDINAL, highest-ranking American 
prelate on the Vatican scene, maintained that the 
diminishing number of religious vocations today is 
merely symptomatic of modern times when people 
no-longer look for vocations of any type. 


“Today, they are looking for jobs, careers, even 
rackets,’’ he wrote. ‘‘The idea of a special call 
from God to do something that no one else is called 
to do is a rare phenomenon in our day. 


‘It has become a commonplace to lament that 
there is a serious shortage of vocations to the 
priesthood. The present writer is far from 


convinced that this is the case or that, if it is, it is 


in any way peculiar to the priesthood.”’ 


CONCEDING THAT there are priest shortages 
in some developing nations, the cardinal said that 
“if it is true in the present stage of our social and 
historical development that there is a temporary 
shortage of priests in some areas of society, it is 
also true that there is a shortage of teachers, 
doctors, technicians, poets, engineers and useful 
people generally. 


“All of these callings...involve vocations’ he 
stressed. ‘‘Accordingly, the talk about a special 
shortage of vocations in the priesthood is 
somewhat wide of the mark and misleading.”’

Hospital cost crisis" 


puts more pressure 
on Mercy patients

Increased:. numbers of 
Medicare and Medi-Cal pa- 
tients in the state’s hospitals 
are placing financial pressure 
on patients not covered by 
these programs, according to 
Sister Mary Placida, execu- 
tive director of Mercy Hos- 
pital, San Diego. 

Though the hospitals are 
reimbursed for treating the 
patients in the government- 
run programs, the reim- 
bursement falls short of the 
cost of the care, and ‘‘the 
paying patient or his insur- 
ance company must-pick up 


the bill,’’ said Sister Placida. - 


HOSPITAL costs, and con 
sequently patients’ bills, are 
soaring. And the Sister of 
Mercy has bad news for a 
concerned public: she does 
not see a solution. to the 
crisis. 

Prices hospitals pay for 
needed goods and services, 
she notes, are rising 50 per 
cent faster than the cost of 
living. Sister Placida made 
her remarks in a speech to 
Country Friends, Inc., a 
philanthropic organization. 


AS THE public demands 
more services from hospitals, 
she explained, the institu- 
tions must hire more em- 
ployes who are better trained 
and demand higher salaries, 
a major expense for hospi- 
tals. The average hospital, 
she noted, has 240 workers 
for each 100 patients. 

The ordinary hospital bed 
costs about $1,000, ‘‘and we 
must hire a full-time main- 
tenance man just to- keep the 
beds in working order,’’ 
Sister Placida laments. 

Another major expense is 
costly equipment ‘‘that may 
be rarely used, but must be 
immediately available to save 
a life,’’ she said. 


WHATEVER the solution 
to the hospital cost crisis,

A time to keep

"All kinds make a Church. 


The Second Vatican Council introduced major 
changes in the Church, and for some, the changes 
did not go far enough, but for others they went too 
far. 


This latter view is evidently held by French 
Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre, whose traditionalist 
Latin Mass and defiance of papal directives have 
Caused a situation to develop which borders on the 
schismatic. Although the archbishop took part in 
Vatican lH! and signed all but a few of the decrees 
from that assembly of bishops, he now regards it as 
heretical. 


At the other end of the spectrum are idee who 


canvass for more dramatic changes such as the 
ordination of women. At the recent annual meeting 
of the National Assembly of Women Religious in 
Kentucky (at Nazareth of all places), three women 
conducted a service which was described as ‘‘just 
stopping short of consecration,’’ similar in form toa 
Mass. Among those taking part was Sister Anita 
Caspary, whom many will remember atthe heart of 
the controversy a few years ago between the IHM 
and the Archbishop of Los Angeles. She is in the 
center of the picture below.

What is Tridentine? 


Archbishop Lefebvre dened: pe Paul’s 
authority in part by celebrating a Tridentine Latin 
Mass in a stadium in Lille, France, before 6,000 
people. That form of the Mass went out with 
Vatican II. It is the Latin rite established in the 16th 
century by Pope Pius V following the Council of 
Trent, but replaced by our present Pope as part of 
the liturgical reforms which flowed from Vatican II. 


Traditionalists have turned the Tridentine Mass 
into a sort of talisman. But the Mass has changed 
many times down through the ages and our current 
form goes back very closely to the early Church. 


What many people overlook is that the liturgical 
reforms of Vatican | did not come about suddenly, 
but were the result of some 60 years of liturgical 
research which resulted in recommendations made 
even before Vatican II was officially convened. It

Rome’s way 


As a matter of interest, I am told by the NC News 
correspondent in Rome ‘that Latin Masses do not 
have large congregations there—no more than 
about 300 a week. But, he adds, in St. Peter’s the 
full effects of Vatican II are not ‘really felt because 
the Masses are still celebrated by priests with their 
backs to the congregation, except at the high 
central altar. 


In that wonderful basilica it probably would not . 


be easy to remove the altars from the walls without 
the precious art work surrounding 
them—art by the masters of past centuries. 


Mary not a priest 


Archbishop Fulton Sheen, the famous TV 
personality, took the opportunity of the Eucharistic 
Congress in Philadelphia to sound off about women 
priests. The renowned preacher said: ‘‘Mary was 
not a priest. If the Lord wanted women to be 
priests, he would hav made his mother a priest.’’ 
Then he used a beautiiul simile, describing Mary as 
the original ciborium and chalice to hold the true 
body and blood of Jesus Christ. 


The 81-year-old archbishop harshly criticized 
what he called the ‘‘de-eucharization’’ in our 
churches. He doesn’t like the way the tabernacle 
has been moved from the center. ‘‘’He’s been 
shoved into a corner and some priest stands before 
the altar as a kind of tin god,’’ the archbishop said: 


Perhaps he is being unusually harsh for a man of 
such compassion. With the turnaround of altars the 
tabernacle was left behind the celebrant’s 
back— scarcely a place of reverence. Special altars 
for the Blessed Sacrament have, in any case, a long 
tradition. It’s interesting to recall that the 
archbishop, back in the 50s, in his TV heyday, was 
regarded as something of a liberal. 


Compassion needed : 

Surely, with all the many points of view within 
the Church in the modern world—a Church both 
wracked and strengthened by the demands of that 
world—it behooves us all to use more compassion 
and less criticism in judgment of each other and our 
differing points of view. 


As God made each of us he broke the mold. And 
in making us so different he surely saw that many 
thoughts and views might be diametrically 
opposed. If we can try a little harder for compassion 
and.compromise, we will have stepped along his 
way somewhat more firmly.

God and Humanity 


God chose the foolish | 


to shame the wise 


By Father John J. Castelot 


In the first chapter of the letter to the 
Ephesians there is a magnificent survey of 
the heavenly Father’s plan of salvation. It 
begins: 

‘*...God chose us in him before the world 
began, to be holy and blameless in his sight, 
to be full of love; he likewise predestined us 
through Christ Jesus to be his adopted 
sons—such was his will and pleasure—that 
all might praise the glorious favor he has 
bestowed on us in his beloved.’’ (Ephesians 
1:3-6) 

THESE VERSES enunciate a theme which 
is basic to our whole understanding of the 
relationship. between God and humanity, 
between God and us: Salvation is a gift, a 
gift which the Father planned to give us 
before we or anything else existed. And all 


throughout what we call salvation history it’ 


has always been He who has taken the 
initiative, not humanity. 

The actual working out of this plan in 
human history began with the call of 
Abraham about 1800 B.C. Abram, as he was 
named originally, was a pagan, a worshiper 


of the Babylonian moon god, a semi-nomad_

—in ‘other words, from the viewpoint of 
salvation history, a nobody. 


Centuries later the prophet Ezekiel 
reminded Jerusalem and her people of their 
shady origins in what is one. of the most 
powerful, graphic chapters’ in the Old 
Testament (Ezekiel 16). But salvation history 
was not Abram’s project; it was God’s, and 
He could use the most unlikely instruments 
for the accomplishment of His purposes. 


AND SO the Lord said to Abram: ‘‘Go 
forth from the land of your kinsfolk and from 
your father’s house to a land that I will show 
you. I will make of you a great nation, and I 
will bless you; I will make your name great, 
so that you will be a blessing. I will bless 
those who bless you and curse those who 
curse you. All the communities of the earth 
shall find blessing in you’’ (Genesis 12:1-3). 


This powerful act of divine initiative was 
the first in a long series of similar acts from 
which a definite pattern gradually emerged. 
St. Paul gave expression to this pattern: 

God chose those whom the world 
considers absurd to shame the wise; he 
singled out the weak of this world to shame 
the strong. He chose the world’s lowborn 


and despised, those who count for nothing, 
to reduce to nothing those who were 
something; so that mankind can do no 
boasting before God ( 1 Corinthians 1:27-29). 


ALL OF THE great prophets who played 
influential roles in the salvation drama were 
called to their task by the Lord of history. 
Most of them, from Moses on, 
reluctant to answer the Divine call. But in 
the face of God’s insistent initiative, they felt 
what amounted almost to a compulsion to 
respond. 


The same was true of the kings who were 
called to shepherd God’s people. Their 
situation was not quite the same as that of 
the prophets, of course. For the prophetic 
office was not hereditary; the royal office 
was. Once the dynasty of David had been 
established, son succeeded father on the 
throne—a not too happy arrangement, as it 
turned out. 


But again, God took the initiative in 
establishing the dynasty in the first place. 
And again, His choice of David was 
unexpected, according to human standards. 


JESSE’S FIRST six sons all looked good to 
Samuel, who was to make the choice. But it 
was the seventh son, the youngest, whom 
God wanted: David, who happened to be out 
tending the sheep at the moment (1 Samuel 
16:1-13). : 

In the Divine plan he was to be the 
founder of the royal house of David, the 
dynasty on which the people came in the 
course of time to pin their messianic hopes 
(see 2 Samuel 7:8-17). In spite of his all too 
human failings, he became the ideal king, so 
much so that later generations thought of the 
“‘Messiah”’ in terms of a new David.

“‘Amazing grace...how sweet the sound...

many pop songs with their messages of 
man’s seeking ever-elusive happiness in the 
unspiritual and the ungodly. 


“THE PARADOX of the creator God 
seeking man while the creature man seeks 
himself is the heart of salvation history, 
which is, in fact, the story of a God who will 
not take ‘‘no’’ for an answer. 


In this new series of articles entitled Roots 
of Our Faith there can be only one starting 
place; God’s reaching out to man, God’s 
revelation of himself, in search of a loving 
response from man that will restore him to 


witness? How? What does it mean that He 
“acts in history’’? AS 

SCRIPTURAL REFERENCES: The prophets 
were men of the divine word, people who 
were inspired to see into the events of 


the intimate union with God for which he 
was created. 


We call this grace, because God’s 
reaching out toward man seeking a loving 
response is an undeserved gift,..freely given 
by God. It is not something that man has 
either earned or deserves. It is from the idea 
of gift...and the Latin ‘‘gratia’’ meaning a 
favor freely given...that we get the word 
““srace.”’

Looking back ‘on the culmination of this 
history, Paul wrote: ‘‘...when the designated 


~ time had come, God sent forth his Son born 


of a woman, born under the law (of Moses)”’ 
(Galatians 4:4). And the Gospel of Matthew 
begins: ‘‘A family record of Jesus (the) 
Christ, son of David, son of Abraham’’ 
(Matthew 1:1). 


THE SALVATION history climax was 
reached in the coming of Jesus. Eighteen 
centuries had passed since the call of Abram 
and the divine promise that in him all the 
nations of the earth would. be blessed. A 
thousand years had gone by since the young 
shepherd boy David was called to shepherd 
God’s people and was promised a dynasty 
which would stand firm forever. 


Here now is the ideal Son of Abraham, the 


- new Israel, the one in whose person and 


work the Divine promises would be fulfilled 
beyond man’s fondest dreams. Here now is 
the ideal Son of David, come to inaugurate 
God’s kingdom and to realize in a trans- 
cendent way the promise made to David. 
For as risen Lord He would be King of kings, 
and of His kingdom there would be no end. 


BUT EVEN here the pattern persists; the 
Christ-event itself is the result of God’s 
initiative. It would be hard to find a more 
explicit statement of this than the one from 
the Fourth Gospel: ‘‘Yes, God so loved the 
world that he gave his only Son, that 
whoever believes in him may not die but may 
have eternal life’’ (John 3:16). 


And this finds a strong echo in the first 
letter of John: ‘‘Love, then, consists in this: 
not that we have loved God, but that he has 
loved us and has sent his Son as an offering 
for our sins’ (1 John 4:10).

GOD’S GRACE, which is actually His own 
Spirit dwelling within us, leads us to faith in 
God’s love and mercy, hope that He will 
never abandon us, and unselfish love of God 
and our neighbor. 


The journey that each person makes 
toward God begins with God’s insistent call 
to share in His life, to become an heir with 
His Son. Each one’s final destination is 
determined by his response to God's call 
which continues until death seals man’s final

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Believing in the Human 
Evil is more than a 
problem, it’s a mystery 
that works for good

Two thousand years ago a distraught 
father, mildly rebuked by Jesus for 
hesitating to believe that his possessed ‘son 
could be freed from the spirit who tormented 
him, summed up the problem of belief as 


experienced by many people then and now: - 


‘I do believe! Help my lack of trust!’’ 
(Mark 9:24) 


As Vatican Council II suggested, there 
may be something new in the systematiza- 
tion of disbelief today. It is certainly ‘‘one of 
the most serious problems of our time.” 
(‘The Church Today’’, 19) But there is 
nothing new about disbelief itself. 


SKEPTICISM, doubt, crises of faith — 
these things have always existed. So has the 
sort of halting conviction—belief without 
trust—expressed by the father of the 
possessed youth in Mark’s Gospel. The 
worm of doubt has always gnawed in human 
hearts. Perhaps it always will. 


Vatican II devoted a long section to 
problems. of belief and unbelief in its 
document on ‘‘The Church Today.’’ It 
identified many causes of unbelief. One in 
particular has persisted throughout human 
history: the problem of evil. 


Evil is more than a problem—it is a 
mystery. It is not difficult to accept the idea 
that God permits physical and moral evil so 
that good may come from it. But it is often 
extremely difficult to see this happening— 
and even more difficult to understand why 
all-good and all-powerful God should 
tolerate this state of affairs. 


THE BOOK OF Job probes the mystery 
profoundly and arrives at the answer that, 
humanly speaking, there is no answer. At 
the end Job concedes to the Lord: “‘I know 
that you can do all things, and that no 
purpose of yours can be hindered. I. have 
dealt with great things that I do not 
understand; things too wonderful for me, 
which I cannot know.’’ And God observes

Goal of liturgical reform 
is participation of people

The parents of First Communicants at 
Holy Family Parish, Fulton, N.Y., gather in 
small groups. at different homes for their 
instruction classes. During the course of the 
session they view a filmstrip called 
“Understanding the Liturgy’’ which sketch- 
es the historical development of the Mass. 


The reaction of these adults to this 
audio-visual always seems to be the same. 
‘‘We never understood before that the 
changes in the liturgy being introduced now 
are not really something new, but more a 
going back to the old ways of the Church in 
the early Christian days.”’ 


THEY REFER by such a comment to 
recent reforms like altars facing the people 
and congregational participation. 


- Those two developments and other similar 
liturgical revisions thus follow the principles 
for updating Catholic worship approved by 
the Second Vatican Council and published in 


the’ Constitution on the Sacred Liturgy. 


Article 23 states: 


“That sound tradition may be retained, 
and yet the way be open for legitimate 
progress, a careful investigation is always to 
be made into each part of the liturgy which is 
to be revised. This investigation should be 
theological, historical, and pastoral. 


“ALSO, THE general laws governing the 
structure and meaning of the liturgy must be 
studied in conjunction with the experience 
derived from recent liturgical reforms and 
from the indults conceded to various places. 


“Finally, there must be no innovations 
unless the good of the Church genuinely and 
certainly requires them; and care must be 
taken that any new forms adopted should in 
some way grow organically from forms 
already existing.” 


The goal of liturgical reform, however, is 
not simply to recreate something from the 
past. Instead, ‘‘the aim to be considered 
before all else,’’ in the words of Vatican II, is 


that ‘‘my servant Job’’ has ‘‘spoken rightly 
concerning me’’ (Job. 42:1-7). 


Still it is a matter of Christian belief that 
**God makes all things work together for the 
good of those who have been called 
according to his decree’’ (Romans 8:28); 
*‘God must be proved true even though 
every man be proved a liar’’ (Romans 3:4); 
that ‘‘if we are unfaithful He will still remain 
faithful, for He cannot deny Himself’’ (2 
Timothy 2:13). Most of us do believe this, 
truly though imperfectly. Our biggest 
problem of belief is less with God than with 
ourselves. 


To speak of disbelieving in ourselves may 
sound paradoxical. It is not meant to be. 
‘Regardless of how they think about God, 
many people find it next to impossible to 
accept the truth about themselves: that they 
are God’s adopted children, - Christ’s 
brothers and sisters, rescued by Him from 
sin and destined to rise as He did and live 
forever with God. 


MOST CATHOLICS have heard these 
formulas repeated since early childhood. If 
pressed, most of us would say we believe 
them. But do we really? Does belief make 
any practical difference in the way we live? If 
not, why does that say about our belief? 


Pessimistic skepticism about the human is 
commonplace these days, perhaps especially 
among those who think of themselves. as 
humanists. It amounts to a denial, in theory 
or in practice, that human nature has been 


raised above the limitations imposed on it by - 


sin or that human life enjoys a transcendent 
destiny and dimension. 


Such disbelief in ourselves can be more 
corrosive than disbelief in God. It leads us to

The Book of Job probes this 
mystery profoundly and ar- 
rives at the answer that, 
humanly speaking, there is 
no answer. A century after 
the appearance of the Book 
of Job, another author tried 
to come to grips with life’s 
problems in Ecclesiastes. 


Ecclesiastes offers a posi- 
tive, realistic suggestion—in 
effect, that perfect happiness 
is not to be found on earth, so 
why spend life chasing the 
wind? A person can, how- 
ever, expect to be reasonably 
happy if earthly happiness is 
not the goal of his strivings. 


He urges the reader to enjoy 
the pleasures God sees fit to 
send, gratefully, and always 
mindful that he will be called 
to account for the use of 

’ them.—NC Sketch from the

TO ENCOURAGE such involvement the 
Council Fathers recognized and directed that 
certain elements of the liturgy subject to 
change should be modified if they no longer 
help, but instead hinder a-congregation’s 
full sharing in the Sacred Mysteries. 


The Church is a pilgrim Church always on 
the move. As members of such a changing 
body, we must be careful about clinging to 
practices which are not essential, but 
accidental. Not all change is progress, but all 
progress does involve change. 


CATHOLIC WORSHIP will remain fairly: 


stable for a few years at least. The reform of © 
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settle for tragically less than the destiny to 
which we are called. 


Fully accepting the truth about ourselves 
would make a profound difference in our 
lives. What is the truth? St. Paul puts it this 
way: ‘‘We are children of God. But if we are 
children, we are heirs as well: heirs of God, 
heits with Christ, if only we suffer with Him 
so as to be glorified with Him’’ (Romans 
8:16-17). 


WE ARE to ‘‘consider (ourselves) dead to 
sin but alive for God in Christ Jesus’’ 
(Romans 6:11). And ‘‘if we have been iat 
with Him through likeness to His death,’ 
know that “‘through a like resurrection’ we 
shall be raised from the dead by the glory of 
the Father.(Romans 6:5). 


As a practical matter, then, the problem of 
belief for many people centers more upon 
the human than the divine. Who are we? 


Why are we here? Where are we going?- 


These are perennial human questions. Upon 
the answers we give depends the meaning? 
‘or lack of meaning—we assign to our lives. 

Ultimately, as Vatican II said, it is in Jesus 
that we must find the answer. In revealing 
God’s immense love for us, He ‘‘brings to 
light (our) most high calling’’ (‘‘The Church 
Today’’, 22). 


HOW IS ONE to acquire and sustain this 
vision of human life? To do so is a significant 
part of what it means to have faith. 
Philosophy, theology, apologetics—these 


things can help. But in the last analysis faith 
is a free gift given to us by God who loves us. 

He will give us this gift if we open 
ourselves to receive it as did the father ir 
Mark’s Gospel: ‘‘I do believe! Help my lack 
of trust!’’ 


major liturgical books has been completed. 
But, again as noted in the Liturgy 
Constitution, articles 37-40, the Church 
allows bishops in each country to make.

Time will tell just how much of this~ 
adapting we can expect in the United States.

Does new adult rite raise questions about infant baptism? 


By Ethel Gintoft 


The new Rite of Christian Initiation 
of adults, promulgated by the Vatican 
but not yet introduced in the United 
States, raises serious questions about 
infant baptism, a Jesuit theologian 
said in Milwaukee. ~ 


The adult rite prescribes a period of 
formation and. education, called the 
catechumenate, before the celebra- 
tion of the sacraments of initiation— 
baptism, confirmation and first Euch- 
arist—said Jesuit Father Tad Guzie; 
pastoral consultant at the University 
of Notre Dame. 


IN A TALK at a religious education 
meeting sponsored by the Milwaukee 
archdiocesan office of religious educa- 
tion, Father Guzie said the new rite-is 
closer to the practice of the early 
Church when baptism with water, the 
laying on of hands and anointing 
(later known as confirmation) and the 
eucharistic meal weré all part of one 
ceremony. ; 


Later, under the influence of St. 
Augustine’s teachings on original sin, 
the original meaning of the initiation 
rite was lost, Father Guzie said. 
Baptism came to mean forgiveness 
from ‘‘inherited guilt’” and not 
interior conversion to a new life ‘in 
Christ, he said. 


Therefore, babies were baptized as 
soon as possible after birth “‘lest they 
go to hell or limbo’’, he said. Baptism 
was no longer celebrated only during 
the Easter season as in the early 
Church - 


BECAUSE THE. connection .be- 
tween the faith assembly and the 
spiritual welfare of the-child was lost, 
he said, baptism was -administered 
privately in the rear of the church with 
little attention from the community. 


The new rite runs counter to these ~ 


developments and attitudes, Father 
Guzie said. Although it is designed 
primarily for adults, it provides an 
alternative to infant baptism, he said. 


~ A newborn could be publicly 
received into the assembly in some 
ritual resembling the first rite of the 
ancient catechumentate. As the child 
grows up, the process -of the 
catecheumenate takes place. When 
the parents and the faith community 
believe it is appropriate, the Sacra- 
ment of Christian Initiation is 


‘‘In the early Church, all of the 


faithful were celebrants.’’ 


celebrated together. 


IN HIS discussion of the sacra- 
ments, Father Guzie said Catholics 
who still speak of ‘‘receiving’’ the 
sacraments probably have not yet 
rediscovered them in terms of their 
origins in the early Christian -com- 
munities. 


‘Sacraments are something we do, 
not something done to us by a priest 
or bishop,’’ the Jesuit said.

Whatever happened to limbo?

Limbo is a traditional Catholic 
doctrine, which seems to be getting 
even less attention than the doctrine 
of purgatory. 

The word limbo means a hem or 
border and in theology it means a kind 
border to heaven. By limbo we mean a 
place of perfect natural happiness: 
short of the supernatural happiness of 
the clear vision of God. 


THE FIRST question that occurs. to 
me is whether there can be a perfect 
natural happiness. In his famous 
statement St.’ Augustine tells us, 
‘‘You have made us for yourself, O 
Lord, and our-hearts are restless until 
they ‘rest in you.’”

Limbo is theology’s answer to the 
question: What -happens: to infants 
who die without baptism? Famous

ARGUMENTS AS to the nature of. . 


Will the craving of - 


original sin-add to the problem. Is 
original sin actual guilt, or is it either 
inherited or «nurtured inclination 
toward sin? 


It was argued that if infants who 
died without baptism had in no way 
merited hell, neither had they in any 
way merited heaven. It was argued 
that the very essence of heaven is to 
know and love God as he knows and 
loves himself. This is a supernatural 
power which comes from grace. 


Grace comes either from the gift of 
baptism or by being led on by God 
freely to accept grace, in what came to 
be called -baptism. of desire. - The 
unbaptized infant, lacking either 
opportunity, enters limbo, as happy 
as natural man can be, but lacking the 
power of the direct experience of God. 


IT WAS ARGUED that this is fair 
and that natural man suffers no more 
sense of loss at not being supernatur- 


> al than does an animal at not being 


human. 
To be raised in this tradition, the 


doctrine posed no great problem. On_ 


hearing these arguments an outsider 
might well have wondered whether he 
had. stumbled with Alice through the 
looking glass.

“ SACRAMENT CAME to mean 
something done by the priest, instead 
of the people, he said.

“In the early Church, all of the 


faithful were celebrants,’’ Father 
Guzie said. ‘If you can take the 
objects and put them back into action 
and focus on the community which is 
celebrating you will come back to 
rediscover sacrament.’’

of the people, he said. ‘‘We don’t 
really have a renewed liturgy. A 
renewed liturgy involves a renewed 
people. What we have is new liturgy 
books. It is easier to revise books than 
people.’’ 


FATHER GUZIE described the 
worship of the Christians in 150-200 
A.D. Because they were an illegal 
group, they met secretly early on 
Sunday in a Church member’s house. 
Most of those present knew each 
other well. Dressed: in the ordinary 
clothing of the day, the bishop 
presided over the liturgy. He blessed 
the: buns and wine brought by the 
Church members, who then received 
some of each from the deacons. 


What characterized the early Chris- 
tians at worship was ‘‘a_ strong 
awareness of what they were doing, ’’ 
Father Guzie said. ‘’They were 
conscious of themselves as a com- 
munity and of the celebration as their 
own action. The bishop was only a~ 


spokesman.’ 


ONCE THE Eucharist began to 
mean an object instead of an action of 
breaking bread, explanations of what 
happened to the bread and wine in 
consecration developed, he said. 


“‘No one asked that complicated 
question in the early Church. Rather, 
the people asked, what happens to the 
people who celebrate the bread and 
wine? They believed they were the 
sacred and precious people who came 
together to celebrate the sacred and 
precious action.” 


Father Guzie predicted that the 


new Rite of Penance will take 25 years . 
_ to be fully appreciated by Catholics. 


‘‘The new rite is saying, ‘Experience 
a new beginning and then go into 
confession and celebrate.’ That’s a 
complete flip-flop. That move from 
the courtroom to an atmosphere of 
celebration is going to take a long, 
long time.”

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District court decision allows 
silent prayer in Mass. schools 


BOSTON (NC)—A Mass- 
achusetts law .permitting a 
minute of silent meditation 
or prayer in public school 
classrooms was ruled consti- 
tutional in a unanimous 
decision here by a _three- 
judge panel of the U.S. 
district court. 


The state statute stipulates 
that ‘‘at the commencement 
of the first class each day in 
all. grades in all public 
schools the teacher in charge 
of the room in which each 
class is held shal. unnounce 
that a period of silence not to 
exceed one minute in dura- 
tion shall be observed for 
meditation or prayer, and 
during any such period 
silence shall be maintained 
and no activities engaged

THE controversial mea- 
sure was challenged by the 
Massachusetts — Civil 
ties Union. 


U.S. District Court Judge 


Frank J. Murray, who wrote 
the opinion, stated that the 
Massachusetts statute “‘does 
not advance or inhibit relig- 
ion or coerce any student in 
participating in any activity 
which infringes his liberty or 
conscience. or interferes with 
his free exercise of religion.”’ 
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Judge Murray stated in 
response to the challenges of 
the law that the first amend- 
ment which states that ‘‘The

It can cost 
from $500 to $3,000, he said. 


EQUIPMENT can range 
from a simple electric blow- 
er, that selects and retrieves 
a numbered ping pong ball, 
for-as little as $130, to a $500 
model that is tied to an 
automatic display flash- 
board. These, he said, start 
at $1,000. see) 


The major expense is the 
bingo card. Made of heavy 
cardboard with built-in 
““cheat proof’’ systems, they 
have automatic clearing de- 
vices and plastic shutters to 
cover the numbers selected. 


“The cards we _ sell,” 
Hawley explained, ‘‘range 
from 45 to 68 cents each. 
Organizations planning regu- 
lar games for about 200 
people will buy from 1,500 to 
2,000 cards from which they 
can gross from $1,500 to 
$3,000 for an evening’s 
play.” 

THEN THERE are the 
license fees. In San Diego 
County the fee runs to $55 for 
the first six months and $10 
for each subsequent six 
months. The city license is 
$55 for the first year and $10 
for each subsequent year.

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Violence and sponsors 
linked in TV surveys 


Which companies sponsor’ the most 
violence on television? Which TV shows 
contain the most violence? The least? 


The answers might be found in unrelated 
surveys conducted by two national organiza- 
tions trying to curb TV violence. 


. The National Citizens Committee for 
Broadcasting (NCCB) conducted a six-week 
survey ending July 23. The National 
Correspondence Group (NCG) conducts a 
monthly survey. 


FORMER FCC commissioner Nicholas 
Johnson, chairman of NCCB, announced the 
10 companies the NCCB survey showed 
sponsored the most television violence: 


1. Bristol Meyers (Ban, Datril, Loving 
Care hair products); 2. Gillette Co.; 3. Ford 
Motor Co.; 4. Johnson and Johnson; 5S. 
Rapid-American Corp. (Playtex products); 6. 
Sterling Drug, Inc. (Lysol); 7. American 
Motors Corp.; 8. Lever Brothers Corp. 
(Pepsodent, Aim, Caress); 9. American 
Home Products (Anacin); 10 General Foods 
Corp. (Post cereals, Tang, Cycle dog food). 


Meanwhile, the NCG, which published its 
July findings in its August issue of Viewer’s 
Disgust, showed its top ten to be: 1. Block 
Drug Co. (Tegrin Shampoo); 2. Burger King; 
3. Clorox; 4. Colgate Palmolive Products; 5. 
Gillette Co.; 6. American Cyanamid Co. 
(Breck Shampoo); 7. Ford Motor Co.; 9. 
Johnson and Johnson; 9. American Motors 
Corp.; 10 Sterling Drug (Lysol). 


IN THE NCG survey, the programs which 
accounted for the ratings were: The Wild 
Bunch (CBS Friday Movie), McCloud (NBC), 
‘Invasion of Johnson County (NBC Saturday 
Movie), Hawk (NBC), Police Story (NBC), 
Bronk (CBS), Baretta (ABC), Jigsaw John 
(NBC), Kojak (CBS), Police Story (NBC), 


and Joe Forrester (NBC). 


_ Viewer’s Disgust advised its readers that 
they could get better results by writing 
complaints to sponsors rather than the 
networks or production personnel. 


The NCCB study also rated the 10 
programs with the most violence and the 10 
with the least. 


It rated the most violent shows as follows: 
1. Swat (ABC); 2. Rookies (ABC); 3. Sara 


(CBS); 4. ABC Sunday Movie; 5. CBS Friday ~ 


Movie; 6. Rockford Files (NBC); 7. Starsky 
and Hutch (ABC); 8. McMillan/Columbo 
(NBC); 9. NBC Saturday Movie; 10: Joe 
Forrester (NBC). 


THE LEAST violent shows, according to 
the NCCB survey, were: 1. Bob Newhart 
(CBS); 2. Mary Tyler Moore (CBS); 3. 


Welcome Back Kotter (ABC); 4. Chico and - 


the Man (NBC); 5. Rhoda (CBS); 6. Doc 
(CBS); 7. The Practice (NBC); 8. The 
Waltons (CBS); 9. Little House on the Prairie 
(NBC); 10. Barney Miller (ABC). 


In its May issue Viewer’s Disgust said that 
J. Walter Thompson Co., ‘‘the nation’s 
largest advertising agency,’’ is now trying to 
persuade its clients to stop sponsoring 
violent TV programs. 


AMONG THE agency's clients are: 
Ford Motor Co., American Telephone and 
Telegraph, Standard Brands, Inc., RCA 
Corp., Sears Roebuck and Co., and 
Firestone Tire and Rubber Co.’’ 

The magazine urged its readers to write 
the clients and ‘‘urge them to heed the 
agency's advice’’ and to write the Thompson 
Co. commending them for their action.

THE GENESEE DIARY by Father Henri 
J.M. Nouwen. Doubleday, New York. 199 
pages, $6.95. 


Is it possible to imagine a warm, human, 
thoroughly engaging book of spiritual 
reflections arising from seven months in a 
Trappist monastery? The combination may 
sound improbable, but Father Nouwen has 
managed it. 


Watch out for the adjectives above, 
though, ‘‘warm, human, thoroughly engag- 
ing’’ suggest an anecdotal account. Though 
Father Nouwen’s book earns the adjectives, 
it is also a serious work of spiritual writing. 
Which proves, perhaps, that spirituality 
needn’t-be dull and engaging books needn’t 
be frivolous.
